Wants Peace Treaty 


He again advanced the So- 


viet idea that a conference in- 
clude all the 28 nations that 
fought Hitler in. World war II. 
This proposal has been reject- 
ed by the* western powers. 


Khrushchev issued a state- 


ment evidently designed as his 
response to President Eisen- 
hower's address last Monday. 


He stuck to his previous con- 


tention that the broad meet- 
ing he proposed consider a 
German peace treaty but add- 
ed significantly that if the

He said the meeting should 


aim to conclude a peace treaty 
with Germany and "settle 
pressing problems." 


The Soviet leader said he 


understood the western pow- 
ers have proposed that a con 
ferenc* of foreign ministers 
open May 11 and his govern- 
ment is ready to accept. 


"I am convinced there wil 


be meetings of both the for 
eign ministers and heads of 
states," he continued.

Nuclear Explosions 
Over Atmosphere 


Reported Set Off to Form 
Shield to Rettrict Missiles

Washington —(*)— Thr*« nuclear bombs exploded, by the 


United States beyond the earth's atmosphere formed an elec- 
tronic sheet that circled most of the world. 


A responsible official outside the defense department said 


the tests at tremendous altitude were an effort to spread a 
shield through which missiles could not fly. 


Defense department officials confirmed last night that the 


blasts had been set off secretly last September, for both mili- 
tary and scientific test purposes. But they declined to discuss 
the military angles. 


Other sources reported, however, that the test explored 


the possibility of generating at an altitude of about 300 miles 
a diffusion of neutrons which 
would offset the nuclear reac- 
tion in missile warheads. 


Just how the electronic 


shield could halt » missile 
or keep it from exploding was 
not explained.

Nik'ita Spills the Beans 


Now we have it direct from the head 


man. Communism is not Utopi*. KikiU 
Khrushchev himself said it. The fact, itself, 
is not news; but the red boss' recognition 
of it very well may be. 


Utopia has meant many things to many 


people. Sir Thomas More coined the word 
in 1518 to describe an imaginary island 
that had ideal conditions of government 
and economy. Through cynical usage it has 
become to mean no place. 


Many communist apologists have at- 


tempted to sell the heavy-handed totali- 
tarian state as Utopia, but now, it seems, 
Khrushchev is willing to set them straight. 
He must know, he runs the outfit now. 


However, Nikita was not acting in the 


pure pursuit of truth in his statement. He 
was trying to set the Chinese 
reds 


•traight in their experiment of communal 
living and to deliver a cautious slap on 
the wrists of their leaders. 


The reds are uprooting family life in 


ancestor-worshiping 
China to 
organize 


their teeming masses more efficiently. 
What opposition they have met, and it ap- 
parently is considerable, they have han- 
dled with characteristic dispatch. It is esti- 
mated by veteran foreign observers the 
price in lives for this program, if liquida- 
tion continues at the present rate, will 
mount to some 150,000,000 people. 


The figure must stagger even Khrush- 


chev. He had a hand in communizing Rus- 
sian farms. The price of that experiment 
was 15,000,000 lives and then it was dis- 
continued or altered. 


It seems appropriate that the form of 


living which gave Marx's philosophy its 
very name should have such a history of 
complete failure. The first experimenters 
were Frenchmen who formed short-lived 
communes and left their mark only in the 
world's dictionaries. 


The United States in the 19th century 


was a hot bed of communal colonies. A 
vestige of a typical American commune is 
the wooden bower standing in High Cliff 
park, the sorry remains of a "free love" 
settlement that appeared in 1833 and 
quickly dissolved. 


Our native communes, similar to the 


early French experience, were doomed by 
public pressure and censure. Apologist 
historians apparently make a good case on 
this point, but even in areas of favorable 
attitude, such as some parts of New Eng- 
land and certainly the Russian farmlands, 
another force worked toward their col- 
lapse. 


That force was 'an internal thing out* 


raged in the long run by the denial of fami- 
ly life and the relegating of individuals to 
ciphers and cogs. 


Looking 
back at the failure that 


bloodied his hands, Khrushchev knows the 
horrible Chinese experiment is destined 
for the same ignoble end after the sacri- 
fice of even more lives. 


The dignity of man as an individual is 


more than a philosophical tenet. It is a 
solid fact to which thousands of Chinese to- 
day are being asked to give the ultimate 
testimonial. World public opinion must 
convict red China even as the bloody 
butcher of the Ukraine has done.

College Regents Should Serve the State 


It has long been the custom in Wiscon- 


gin to name college regents from the locali- 
ties in which the several state colleges are. 
There has usually been one regent from 
each city in which a college is located and 
they, with one regent at large, make up 
the Board of Regents. Gov. Nelson will 
have two appointments to make shortly, 
one from River Falls and one from Osh- 
kosh. 


The governor has taken note 'of the 


practice of appointing one from each col- 
lege city and recognizes that it is a tradi- 
tion which has many faults but he says he 
will go along with it. The chief criticism of 
this system of making appointments Is that 
each regent becomes in a way a captive of 
his home community and of the manage- 
ment of the college. He feels bound very 
often to fight for special advantage for his 
own school. In doing this he often engages 
In logrolling with other members of the 
board agreeing to support improvement in 
another college provided he gets help for 
something he wants in his own. This prac- 
tice is obviously not in the public interest. 
The ideal setup would be to have regents 
who are interested in all of the schools and 
who devote their energies to serving the 
interests of the state and the students in all 
colleges with special favors for none. 


However, it is not an easy thing to 


change the present practice in selecting 


regents. Gov. Oscar Rennebohm in his final 
term named a Madison man to the board 
to fill a vacancy which had previously been 
held by a man from LaCrosse where one of 
the state colleges is located. But the senate 
refused to go along on the appointment 
and the name of the Madison man had to 
be withdrawn and a man from LaCrosse 
was finally nominated and approved by the 
senate. But that is not the only difficulty in 
the way of selecting regents. It would be 
an odd thing indeed if none of the 12 ap- 
pointive members of the Board of College 
Regents should be named from any of the 
cities where colleges are. Indeed such a 
ban probably would be less satisfactory 
than the present system of resident di- 
rectors. 


In recent years governors have gone a 


long way toward solving this problem by 
selecting regents of high' caliber. Such re- 
gents are not the tools of the faculty of the 
college in their home town nor do they 
yield easily to pressures from people in 
the community. They are leaders and rise 
above such hazards. This has been quite 
clearly indicated in the recent history of 
the college regents in Wisconsin and there 
is every reason to believe that it will get 
better in the future. Thus Gov. Nelson need 
not avoid River Falls or Oshkosh in seeking 
candidates but it is very important that he 
get the very best he can from those two 
communities. 


Police Work That Succeeds 


Good police work is very often just a 


matter of blundering straight ahead, ex- 
amining all sorts of miscellaneous facts and 
finally hitting the right one. The course 
may not be logical. 


Tactical police work may be nothing at 


all like the examples set by the motion pic- 
ture detective who cuts his way through a 
great mass of confusing facts to the logical 
conclusion. If the practicing 
detective 


were to point out a culprit and say, "Ar- 
rest that man!" and logic told him he was 
right, he would be pointing in the wrong 
direction about 90 per cent of the time. 
Good detective work was credited with the 
solution of a $73,000 bank robbery in Mas- 
sapequa, N. Y., recently. Within a few 
hours of the holdup, three of the robbers 
were captured in the act of dividing the 
loot in the home of one of them. The 
fourth, Thomas Parks, a plumber, was al- 
ready in custody but he had been picked up 
as a suspect in a case not related to the 
bank holdup. 


There had been a series of loan office 


holdups in the vicinity prior to the bank 
robbery. In these holdups some of the 
victims had been tied with handcuffs. Parks 


• had been arrested as a suspect in the loan 
office robberies because someone had in- 
formed the police that he had ordered a 
pair of handcuffs from New York. The tip 
was a false one but in checking it out the 
police learned that he had been hanging 
around a certain tavern. 


The police visited the tavern in the 


early hours of the morning. The first floor 
was dark but there was a light upstairs in 
the tavernkeeper's 
residence. Entering 


quietly the police found three men divid- 
ing the loot. They were captured and impli- 
cated Parks. 


It was good police work but not very 


logical. The police thought they had the 
goods on a loan office bandit and in check- 
ing out his story they stumbled onto the 
bank robbers with the loot. But who can 
argue with success?

Eisenhower, as an army

"We are certainly not go- 


ing to fight a ground war in 
Europe. What good would it do 


to send ,a few more thousands 
or indeed even a few divisions 
of troops to Europe?" 


Necessary Protection 


The president said that he 


doesn't see how nuclear weap- 
ons could be used just to de- 
fend one city like Berlin but 
intimated that, once the fight- 
ing started, it would be every- 
where and not just in one 
place. He added significantly: 


we will do what is necessary 


to protect ourselves." 


This plainly serves notice 


that the United States has not 
ruled out the use of nuclear 
weapons and that, once any 
war between Soviet Russia 
and the Western powers be- 
gins, it is doubtful whether it 
will be limited.

into the intestinal tract, but 
the barium does not "back 
up" into the gall bladder. 


So to X-ray the gall blad 


offder, you take • «tw capsule* 


of • substance which will 
find its way to the gall blad- 
der and show up on the X-ray 
film. 
If it .doesn't 
arrive 


there, or if there are other 
signs, gall bladder disease is 
indicated. 
After the initial 


X-ray, 'the patient is given a 
meal high in fat; then an- 
other X-ray shows how com- 
pletely the gall bladder emp- 
ties. 
(Bile, which the gall 


bladder delivers to the sys- 
tem, is especially neeeded to 
digest fats). 


So you see that a G. I. se- 


ries and a gall bladder X-ray 
don't show the same things, 
and can't be expected to. I 
should think Mrs. L. G. would 
want to have the gall bladder 
X-rayed, now that the G. I. 
series has been negative. 


It may be that her gall blad- 


der will prove to be normal 
—or even if it shows some 


sluggishness, 
It may 


well not be a signal for her 
sixth operation. 


Suppose the G. B. is nor- 


mal. With her, it is quite pos- 
sible that some allergy in the 
Intestinal tract is causing her 
trouble. And as for "one op- 
eration calling for another"— 
that's ridiculous.
